Thn full slilft ot iingore I breadths 
falllu;^ Htraiu'lil all around Is modlliej jock 
for rich fabrics and for tba use of m a- 
trona;by having alight drapery across 
the front or on the Bides; and a deep, 
gathered flounce ot loco or of the 
fabric la a faslilon:ible finish tor the 
front «n;l sides wiien there is no dra- 
pery ami t!it> sUlrl is >eiirit Ilite llioso 
of the ;;owns worn in ttio early part ot 
the century. 

Even In mounting a akirt ot atralght 
breadths to the belt there Ij opportu- 
nity tor vai iety.

over the hips. For tlie latter nr- 
rangemeqt the toundatloq akIrt with n 
rr~i\\ pod In the back and a ahort 
Bteel about twelve Inolios bolow It Is 
Indlapenaablo, as u porson with lari;o 
blpa la apt to be very flat In the back, 
and the luoka accentuate tba eSeot, 

The simplest kind of full waist, with 
one seam down the middle ot the b.iak 
and one under each arm. and extend- 
ing about four inches below tlio waist 
lino, is a fionerai favorite for summer 
toilets, lt« adaptability rendering it 
equally approprtata for an iadepeadeat 
ooraage ot Uaa, ailk, or any auluble 
fabric, to wear with various aklrla, or 
to bo mode la the aame material aa the 
skirt When used oa an independent 
i;nrmont. the portion below the belt il 
udiiaily worn outside the aklrt; when It 
eompletea a coatume, it la usually tuck- 
ed underneath the aklrt and a bell or 
sash of any desirod width added, a 
wide sitsh or licit impartin;; tiio short- 
walatod Empire ufluct and a narrow 
belt ahowing the natural length of the 
walat, either atyle being equally popu- 
lar. ThI* atylo ot waljt la a trifle 
yglige, and, theretora, la morq au|t- 
uhle tor strictly auniner fabrics, and 
to bo worn by young mati^ons and ud. 
married iadtea; for thicker good* and 
matarar ladlaa, a fitted ooraaga la more 
uaualty ohoata. 

Even on tallor-madn aults, the unbe- 
coming and uncomfortable extremely 
high collar boa given place to one of 
moderate height, aod oa outay aummer 
coatumea la reduoed to a mere band, 
and In Bome cnaea la diaponaed with 
altogether, extromlata rejecting also 
any llnish for the neck, and allowing 
tlie lurnod-ln edge ot the corsage to 
rest ag'ilnat the tbrout So aerero a 
style will baldly beoome popular, how- 
ever, for there are few Imlloa whoso 
ehar.ns are not enhanced by the soft- 
ening elTeel ot laee about the tliroat. 

rhe favorite flnlsb for the ueek is a 
Dlrectolre frill of laoe. laee-ed;,'ed mull,
